Prohibition in froeup County. 


In 1873 the legislature la law 
applicable to Burke, Jefferson an 
ashington counties, forbidding the 
ordinary or commissioners of said coun- 
ties to grant license to sell liquor, un- 
less the application should be accompa- 
nied by the written consent of two- 
thirds of the free holders living within 
an area of three miles of the place 
where the liquor was to be sold. In 
1875, this law was made applicable to a 
number of other counties, including, 
lroup. The consequénce is the re- 
tailing of spirituous siquors is virtually 
prohibited in this county, outside of 
the incorporated towns; for the written 
consent of two-thirds of the free-hold- 
ers living within the prescribed area, 
has not, ina single instance been ob- 
tained, and probably never will be. 
The result of this prohibition has 
been noted by che grand jury, to whose 
presentmentsin another column we call 
attention. The members of the jury 
from different parts of the country were 
questioned, and all testitied that since 
the prohibition began the negro labor- 
ers have been under better control. 
have done their work better and more 
willingly, and have been much more 
efficient and satisfactory as laborers in 
all respects, than heretofore. And, in 
every instance, the members testifying 
gave it as their opinion that tliis state 
of affairs is attributable to the absence 
of liquor selling and liquor drinking in 
the rural districts. Moreover, the fact 
was developed that there has been less 
stealing going on since than before the 
decease ofthe liquorshops. The temp- 
tation furnished by cross road groceries 
to steal farm products and barter them 
tor liquor, is well known, and its effects 
are felt all over the whole state. Now, 
happily, in this country, the opporta- 
som to barter for whisky is removed 
and the temptation to steal is lessened 
to a great degree. 
It is acommon remark by those who 
are opposed to the abolition of the 
liquor traffic, that protibition does not 
decrease the consumption of liquor 
but, on the contrary, that it creates in 
mena sort of headstrong desire to 
drink more because the opportunities 
are lessened; that where liquor is not 
allowed to be sold publicly, it is sold 
clandestinely, and, to use the oft re- 
peated assertion, “there is more drink- 
ing now than before.”’ One fact is said 
to be worth a thousand theories, and 
we respectfully offer to the anti-prohit- 
itionists the several salutary facts de- 
veloped by the grand jury of last week, 
and published in their presentments. 
We hope before a great while to chron- 
icle the fact that the incorporated 
towns do not furnish an exception to 
the remainder of Troup county in this 
matter.—LaGrange Reporter.

P esbyterian General Assembly. 


From the seventh dav’s proceedings 
of this body, published in the Savan- 
nah News, we gather the following: 
The “pan” council was discussed. 
Dr. Bardwell offered the following,res- 
olutions: 

The last assembly having appointed 
a cOMmittee “to correspond with sim- 
ilar committees of other Presbyterian 
bodies in reference to the constitution 
to be proposed” for a general council 
or “confederation of Presbyterian 
churches of the world,” authorizing 
said committee if in its judgment 
deemed wise and practicable, to ‘‘ap- 
point a delegate or delegates to the pro- 
posed conference to be held in London 
July, 1875.” (See minutes, p 46.) And 
said committee in the due exercise of 
the power tothem granted by this ac- 
tion of this assembly, having appeinted 
delegates tothis preliminary confer- 
ence—ore of whom the Rev. Stuart 
Robinson, D. D., having attended and 
represented our church in the confer- 
ence, and having reported to this as- 
sembly the faithful execution of his 
trust, together with the report of the 
committee submitted by him as chair- 
man of said committee; therefore, 
Resolved, 1. That the assembly re- 
cognizes with satisfaction the efficiency 
and ability with which our representa- 
tive in the preliminary conference dis- 
charged his trust in the support of such 
measures as seemed best fitted to 
adyance the interests of the cause of 
Christ. 

2. After mature deliberation, this 
assembly, while rejoicing in every sin- 
cere attempt to extend the Redeemer’s 
kiogdom, deem it unadvisable to adopt 
the constitution proposed and appoint 
delegates to the “alliance of the reform- 
ed churches,” to meet in Edinburg in 
1877. This consideration is fortified by 
the fact that the proposal to engage in 
this movement has already awakened 
strong and widespread dissatisfaction 
throughout our church, as has appeared 
in the utterances of the press and the 
action taken by several of our lower 
courts. 

3. “God, by His providence, has not 
called our church into a position of is- 
olation from the Christian world; but, 
as at the organization of our assembly 
in 1861, so now ‘“‘we desire to cultivate 
peace and charity with all our fellow 
Christians throughout the _ world.” 
“We invite to ecclesiastical union all 
who maintain our principle of faith 
and order;” “and especially do we sig- 
nify to all bodies struggling to maintain 
the true principles of the same time 
honored confessiqgn our desire to estab- 
lish the most intimate relations with 
them, which may be found mutually 
edifying and for the glory of God. 
After some colloquial discussion the 
resolutions were put to a vote, and de- 
clared to be lost by 78 to 38. 


PASSAGE OF THE PAN RESOLUTION: 


The tollowing resolutions, submitted 
by the committee on bills and over- 
tures, were then put before the house 
and adopted by a rising vote of 78 to 
39: 

Resolved, 1. That this assembly here- 
by expresses its apyaOye). in geveral, of 
the proceedings of the conference held 
at London in July last, composed of 
ihe representatives of a large portion, 
some 15,000 congregations, of the Pres- 
byterian churches of the world. 
Resolved, 2. The assembly approves 
of the general tener of the constitution 
of the new alliance providing for a gen- 
eral .Presbyterian council, to be held 
every three years. 

Resolved 3. That this assembly will 
appoint delegates to represent the 
Presbyterian church in the United 
States in the general council, to be held 
in Edinburg in 1877, provided that this 
appointment of delegates shall not be 
understood as pledging any funds of 
the church to defraying the expenses 
of the delegates to the council. a 
Resolved 4. That the deiegation so 
appointed shall select from their-own 
number members to prepare any pa- 
pers concerning the condition and po- 
sition of our church, to be spread upon 
the records of the council, end, in case 
the delegates be unable to attend the 
council, they are hereby authorized to' 
represent our church in such official 
letter as they may agree upon. 

Resolved 5. That this assembly will 
appoint delegates to represent the 
Presbyterian church in the United 
States in the general council to be hold- 
en in Edinburgh in 1877.

who is beyond question Ohio’s favorite 
son. I found Governor Hayes’ busy 
signing papers in his private office, and 
when I subsequently left him it was 
with the conviction that for a presiden- 
tial candidate he was the most uncon- 
cerned one Lever met. His head and 
face are good; the former high and ex- 
pensive, the latter well filled out by an 
ample light browrm beard. Judging b 
his eyes he has studied long and aed. 
What particularly struck me was his 
voice, its fibre and resonance. I had 
heard that in the war he was one of the 
most dashing oflicers ofthe western 
army, and that no bugle blast could 
thrill the soldiers’ souls like the ring- 
ing tones of Haves’ voice sweeping 
along the lines. There was that qual- 
ity in ‘it as he spoke that indicated the 
man of grit and resolution, and yet it 
wastbe voice ofa modest, unpreten4| 
tious man who, by unanimous report, 
would decline to cross the street, if it 
took him out of his way, to be presi- 
dent of the United States. There was 
none of that nervous evasiveness about 
him in the presence of an interviewer 
peculiar to most political candidates. 
He talked of the situation as unreserv- 
edly as if he had no wmwore* con- 
cern in it than his questioner, and 
this was very refreshing. His 
delivery was easy, clear and fluent. 
BRIEF SKETCH OF HIS CAREER. 


Hayes is a well built, pleasant faced 
man of fifty-four years. Unlike Gov. 
Tilden he is married and has a family. 
He was born in Delaware, in Ohio, and 
spent a good meny years of his life 
practicising Jaw in Cincinnati, where 
he had a large clientage, and where he 
also filled the position of city solicitor 
for sometime. He served all through 
the war, going in as a private and com- 
ing outas a majorgeneral. During his 
service he was offered a nomination to 
congress, but declined, saying the post 
of honor then was the front of battle. 
After the warhe served two terms in 
congress from the second Cincinnati 
district. Next we find him entering 
the field as a candidate for governor of 
Ohio, against Thurman, whom be beat, 
and then in two subsequent cam- 
paigns, including that of last fall, he 
laid out two other noble chief- 
tains of the democracy, George H. Pen- 
dleton and William Allen. Hayes has 
been goyernor of Ohio three times. The 
success that has attended him so far, 
especially his victory of last fall, when 
Bill Allen and the greenback men made 
the earth tremble with their shouts for 
more rag money, is @ prominent ele- 
ment of his strenth with the republi- 
can party of the state, who reckoned 
that if he could doso wellon a small 
stage he might do even better ona large 
one. Without seeming to show it, he 
has manifested much adroitness in the 
various cam paignsin which he has been 
en and managed last fail to snatch 
victory from the jaws of defeat by the 
manner of his dealing with the financial 
question The republicans have been 
laying the double shuffle with the rag 
by all through this state; for, smail 
as they claim the number of greenback 
men to he within the ranks of their or- 
ganization, they are still dreadfully 
afraid of losing them.
